DIRECTIONS FOR MAKING A HOT-BED. 


In the vicinity of Omaha, from the first to the middle of Marchis — 
quite early enough to make a hot-bed, and even a little Jaterwilldo 
well enough. The time must vary according to the latitude. Ero a 
a quantity of fresh horse manure from the stables, and add to this, Des 
they can be had,one-third to one-half of its bulk inJeaves. Mixthem _ 
thoroughly, tramping down the mass in successive layers, and form 
into a large pile, so that fermentation will proceed even in severe cold ~ 
weather. Intwoortbhree days fermentation wil be apparent by the ~ 
escape of steam from the heay. Now turn again and allowthe heapto — 
remain two or three days longer, or until thesecond fermentation com- _ 
mences. Make an excavation cr pit, two anda half feet deep andofa — 
size suited to the number of plants required. The pit will be better if — 
built up of brick, It should be made in some dry, sheltered spot, facin, " 
the south or east if possible. Hot-bed sashes are usually 6x3 feet,and 
one sash will generally give early plants enough for a large family. The 
frame for sashes should be eigliteen inches high at the back and twelve — 
inches in front, which, will give the Pranee slope to catch the sunlight. _ 
Cross pieces should be placed for the sashes to slide on, to facilitate 
opening and shutting the frames. When everything is ready, the man- 
ure is placed in the pit and trodden down firmly in layers to the re- : 
quired depth, two to two and a half feet. Then put onthe sashes. and 
keep the pit closed until the heat rises. At first it will probably be 
100° or more, which is too hot to sow the seed in; but in two or three 
days it will subside to 90° or a little less, when the soil may be put on 
tothe depth of six or eight inches. The heat may be readily ascertained 
by plunging a thermometer in the manure. The soil should be of wel- 
rotted sod (or common garden soil will do) mixed with abouta things 
fine, old manure, and in this the seeds may be sown thinly in drills two 
or three inches apart, and afterwards (as soon as out of the seed-leaf) 
either thinffed out or else transplanted to another frame. Air must be 
given every mild day by raising the sashes at the back. Water with ~~ 
tepid water whenever necessary, and during cold nights and snow 
storms keep covered with straw mats or board shutters. Toma a 
Pe te and Egg Plants should be sown in a separate frame from the 
Cabbage. Cauliflower and Lettuce, as they require more beat than the 
latter. Thesame directions may apply to hot-beds made on the sur- 
face of the ground, except that the manure should be at least a foot 
wider on all sides than the frame jap

Asparagus is one of the earliest 
spring vege.ables, and would bo 
in universal use were it not for tho 
prevalent idea that it is difficult to 
grow it. Wethink thisis a mistake, 
and that thereis no vegetable on 
our list that can be produced so 
cheaply and easily as this. It de- 
lights in a moist, sandy soil, but 
can be grown in any garden by fol- 
lowing the directions as given be- 
low: A bed 12x40 feet, requiring 75 
to 100 plants should give an abund- 
ant supply for an ordinary family. 

CuLtTuRuU—Beds are usually 
formed by sitting plants one ortwo 
years old, which can be procured of 
us; but if you wish to grow them 
yourse!f, prepare a light, rich spot 
as early as possible in the spring, 
and after soaking the seed twenty- 
four hours in warm water, sow in 
drills one foot apart. When the 
i u plants are well up, thin to two or 

c three inches in the row, and give 
Palmetto Asparagus. frequent and thorough cultivation 
during thesummer. If this has been well done the plants will be fit 
to set the next spring. The permanent beds should be prepared by 
deep spading. working in a large quantity of rotted manure—the more 
the better. Make furrows four feet apart and four tosix inches deep. 
Set the plants about two feet apart in this furrow and cover with 
about two inches of fine svil. After the plants are well started, give 
frequent an! thorough cultivation, and draw a little earth into the 
furrows at each hoeing until they are filled. Early the next spring 
spade ina heavy dressing of manure, and one quart of salt to each 
square rod, and cultivate well until the plants begin to diedown. The 
next season the bed may be cut over two or three times, but if this is 
done ALL the short shoots, no matter how small, should be cut, and 
after the final cutting, give a good dressing of manure, ashes and salt. 
The next season, and ever after that, the bed should give a full crop 
and be annually dressed with manure, ashes and salt, after the last 
eutting, and well cultivated until the plants occupy the whole space. 
{In the fall. as soon as the tops are ripe and yellow, they should be cut 
and burned. The plants may also beset in the fall, if the ground is so 
woll drained that water will not stand onit. The whole bed should 
be covered with three or four inches of coarse, strawy manure or 
other litter, which should be removed in the spring.

“SUGAR BEETS. 


French, Sucre Betterave. German, Zucker Rueben. 

Sugar Beets are not as heavy yielders as the foregoing, but are of 
superior quality. containing a large amount of saccharine matter. 
Thousands of acres have been planted the past six years in Nebraska 
for the manufacture of sugar, which has proven to be a great success 
and the prospects for the development of an indigenious Sugar Beet 
industry are decidedly bright. They are also a cheap and useful food 
for farm animals, especially for cattle and hogs; it will improve the 
milk of cows bothin quantity and quality wonderfully, and will in- 
crease the growth of young hogs rapidly. 

CuLivRrE.—Sugar Beets grow best in sandy, loamy soil. Land 
which is to be planted with beets, if manured with farm-yard manure, 


should have this coating applied in a well rotted state in the bare | ; 


and plowed in to the depth of five or six inches. In the spring the so: 
should be plowed to a great depth, from eight to ten inches, and if 
tho subsoil be at all hard a subsoil plow should follow, loosening the 
subsoil to the depth of twelve tofifteen inches. The surface of the 
soil is then reduced to the proper tilth by harrowing and if necessary, 
rolling to break up the clods. It should not be forgotten that much 
of the cultivation of the bect may be acccomplished in this way before 
planting, and the process of seeding should not begin until the surface 
of the soilis in perfect condition as mentioned above. It is scarcely 
necessary to add that care must be taken in plowing the soil to have 
it in the proper condition of moisture, since, if plowed too wet it is 
likely to bake, and if too dry clods may be formed which will be diff- 
cult to reduce to the proper state of tilth. A field prepared as above 
will afford.the best opportunity for growth downward. thus preyent- 
ing its being projected above the surface of the soil. It will also 
guard the beet against the dangers of excessive moisture or drought, 
as stated above. Simple drills may be used for planting the seed, 
the opening for the seed made to correspond to the size of the beet 
seed. Nodefinite rule can be given for the space between the rows of 
beets. In an ordinary soil this space should be about eighteen inches, 
In rich soil the rows should be placed closer together and in poor soil 
further apart. Plant seeds close together inthe drills; when the 
young plants are large enough to handle, thin same out to about six 
inches apart; inrich soilthe beetsshould be closer together, and in 

oor soil further apart. Cultivate often and keep free from weeds by 
Hand weeding or hoeing. Sow for sugar purposes 201]bs., and for 
feeding purposes 10 lbs., to the acre.

S8tli—lt does 
not bloom the first year. With us the blooms, pods and seeds bave beem 
few the second year. 9th—Cattle eat the green forage readily.
